The word Tattoo comas from the Ta- 
hitian word, “tatu”, meaning to mark 
something. It is said that the Tahitian 
people were marked with “tain” to pro- 
tect themselves from evil spirits. The art 
of tattooing dalas back as far as 12 000 
BC. Even Prehistoric man was thought 
to have practiced tattooing, possibly for 
therapeutic purposes. 

By the start of the Twentieth cenluiy 
heavily tattooed people were appearing 
in circuses and freak shows.
